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DEBITS AND CREDITS 


Like most other recent seasons, 1957 had its good and bad 
points. We were set back considerably in April, receiving notifica- 
tion at that late date, that the lot on which we planted our’show 
bed was being sold and so would not be available. On the other 
hand, our field stock was the best it has ever been. In addition, 
while many of our selected seedlings fell bythe wayside and were 
marked for discard, others gave indications of superiority and we 
hope to be able to begin toshare some of them with you in another 
year or two - they range all the way from a white miniature (100) 
to a giant brown smokey. 

We are presently propagating several outstanding seedlings 
from Lee Fairchild and the Larus Family for future introduction. 
Three of these are slated for entry inthe 1958 All America trials. 

Lee Fairchild has been working for several years to produce 
a new race of 200 size faceups. After much work and endless pa- 
tience, success has finally come. The first of this series should be 
ready for introduction in a year or two if all goes well -- in the 
meantime, Lee feels he's found the secret and can produce them 
in any color he desires. You can be sure these are not the ordin- 
ary run of face-ups; they are different from any glads we've ever 
seen and really delightful inevery sense ofthe word. Placement of 
these is much the same as that of our well considered standard 
glads except that the florets face upward at a 45° angle. 

In spite of extremely limited distribution of stock both Tiger- 
tone and Temptress were rated well up among the 1957 introduc- 
tions listed in the NAGC symposium. Both varieties garnered 
grand championship honors, Tigertone as a3 spikeand Temptress 
twice as a single. While stocks of these two varieties are much 
larger than last year, the number of inquiries already received in- 


dicate that they may not be sufficient -- we'll keep our fingers 
crossed. 
We have added a new member to our operation -- Charles 


Travis. Charley has successfully operated a small truck farm for 
many years, and this past season he produced the finest crop of 
bulbs we have ever seen. We have always striven to give you high 
quality and now, with Charley's help, our capability in this respect 
has been considerably increased. 

Our list of 1958 introductions includes three miniatures, 
three mediums, and four large varieties. Allare being priced very 
reasonably to enable as many as possible to enjoy them during the 
first year -- we anticipate only a small reduction in the price of 
these varieties next year. It is interesting to note that Dimples 
was rated "A" by Joe Hartman and Sydney Mode, both of whom we — 
normally associate with the big glads. 


We will continue our policy of giving you a frank appraisal of 
varieties as we see them -- the increase in our sales over the 
past 3 years indicates your approval. We willalso continue to list 
only the very best of the new ones. You will find that our list car- 
ries seventeen of the twenty 1957 introductions that were mentioned 
in the 1957 NAGC symposium ratings -- we were fortunate in 
having had a hand in the introduction of eight of these. 

As in the past, where the each priceis given, 10 bulbs may be 
purchased for the price of 8 -- also 5 for the price of 4, It is our 
policy to include extras and overcount with all orders. In addition 
to the normal extras, we willaddat least one bulb of an outstanding 
seedling to orders in which the estimated postage has been in- 


cluded.

In most normal years one can count the good introductions 
of that year on one hand with a finger or two left over. Nineteen 
fifty-seven, however, was a remarkable year in that it produced 
an unusually large number of promising new varieties. 

Inasmuch as our printer informs us that we have approximate- 
ly two pages to fill, we thought we'd use it to discuss some of the 
new items. Last fall we undertook to write an article for one of the 
national glad societies, and, in connection with that article, we 
contacted several of the nation's top showmen. We'll pass some 
of the comments along together with our own--we'll be interested 
to hear whether or not this review is of any value to you; if so, 
we'll try to find space again next year. 

We were particularly impressed with Bow Bells, a white 
friendship sport which is, incidentally, identical to both Confes- 
sion and Bellevue. While not a show type glad, it is probably the 
best pure white cut flower on the market. It opens well, is 
healthy, and is extremely early. 

In the new green class (04), Green Ice made its appearance. 
All of the showmen who mentioned this variety thought it un- 
doubtedly the best green and two thought it was a top prospect for 
grand champion. 

There were three new creams--all real big ones. Marco 
Polo and Floradora both had prettier floret formation than 
Champion but Champion is capable of opening more--up to 12, 
according to one of our correspondents. We received one com- 
ment to the effect that Champion didn't have enough head length 
for the number open andanother thought possibly the texture was 
a bit soft. We are most anxious to see all three of these again-- 
cream has suddenly become one of our strongest color classes.

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DIMPLES (Rohrbach '58) 340 85 Days 

We have grown most of the better known introductions of 
the past several years, and, although there have been many beauti- 
ful varieties among them, we know of none quite as beautiful, in 
our opinion, as Dimples. Not even our dreams have produced 
anything more beautiful! 

While Dimples is not represented to you as a grand cham- 
pion contender -- true it will win “most beautiful,” and is almost 
a sure bet for "most ruffled" - it does make a spike of respect- 
able proportions. Flower heads run about 20" with good cutting 
stems and up to 7 of its 17 to 19 buds will open at once in per- 
fect placement. 

Florets are a beautiful pure pink with an alabaster throat. 
The texture is heavy and the ruffling precise. Healthy and a good 
producer of jumbo bulblets. One of our best customers last sum- 
mer referred to Dimples as a "florist's dream." 

In spite of a rather limited stock, Dimples is being priced 
so that you avid fans can try it in its introduction year without 
too much damage to the pocket book.

Having made some pretty extravagant claims for this fine 
variety on its introduction last spring, we were extremely pleased 
to see it live up to its advance notices. We entered two spikes, cut 
from a field planting, in the N. J. State show at New Brunswick; 
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both landed on the court of honor, one as 
best R. I., and the other as best 400 open 
and eventually the Grand Champion. 


The photo to the left, taken from a 
Kodachrome of the 1953 Eastern Interna- 
tional Grand Champ, will give youa pretty 
fair idea of what you can expect. 

As a spike-maker Temptress is unex- 
celled. Grand Champion caliber spikes 
can be produced from medium bulbs; 
small bulbs, while they will bloom, do 
not give a representative spike. The color 
is a blush pink with some deeper spur 
lines in the throat. Florets are nicely 
ruffled and formally placed with 8 or 9 
opening easily on 30" plus heads and 23 
to 25 buds. The first spike we cut this 
past season had a 37" head and 30 buds. 

In spite of very limited distribution 
last year Temptress was rated among the 
top 10 introductions of 1957 in the NAGC 
Symposium. Due to excellent growth from 
bulblets this year's price is being cut 
considerably below what we had antici- 
pated, however, the price per large bulb 
will remain the same for 1958.

For médium size bouquets 
and arrangements you just can't beat these little beauties. 

We have dropped several old ones and added only one new 
variety this year; consequently, our list is somewhat shorter than 
we would like. However, we plan to have sufficient stock by next 
spring to permit listing at least 6 or 8 more. Be sure to try 
Chocolate Chip, Parfait, and Demi-Tasse, all of which are des- 
cribed in detail in the front of the catalogue.

The best known of all the small glads. Opens 5 or 6 plain

in competition with the large varieties.

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Goldie is one of the prettiest yellows we've seen. The florets 
are just as nice as those of Goldand the heads have enough length 
to make the variety outstanding. Golden Sunshine is a vigorous 
and beautiful variety. Two of my correspondents indicated, how- 
ever, that it crooked occasionally, and thatit was best from young 
bulbs. Tigertone was well rated-- J. Howard Cook wrote "looked 
very good, if bud count reaches 18-20 could be an excellent 300 
glad." Our own experience indicates that 18-20 bud spikes are the 
rule from large bulbs. This is one of our all time favorites. 

Firecracker is a real beauty--about the most beautiful scarlet 
or red we know of. Two of five showmen who mentioned this variety 
said they had trouble getting the bud count we advertised--inci- 
dentally, both indicated that they liked the variety nevertheless. 


There were several new pinks--the highest rated of these 
was Temptress. Dr. Earl Hamilton of Illinois wrote, "My present 
opinion is that this is the best exhibition variety since the tall 
strain of Heirloom." Incidentally, the Doctor had reserve champ 
with Temptress at the big Cleveland Show. Maytime, while not 
a particularly good show glad, is certainly an excellent garden 
variety; it does fairly well under almost any conditions. Target 
has a quality that may well result in its becoming a leading com- 
mercial variety. Picardy is the only variety we've ever seen 
that opened as well after cutting. To mostthe color was appealing, 
to a few it was not. We recommend cutting with two open. When 
opened indoors the color is particularly good. 

Countess looked good to us, particularly as a commercial 
prospect. The placement generally is not formal enough for show. 
Gem State is a little late to bloom; otherwise it is superb. 
Opens as many as 13 florets anda couple of our sources indicated 
as many as 25 buds. 

We may well have a new king in the red classes, All those 
who have seen Redcoat have been most enthusiastic in its praise. 
Mike Sherman thought it was the best red he'd seen in ten years. 
We'll be surprised if it doesn't take Royal Stewart better than 
fifty per cent of the time. 

In the rose classes Coral Rose looked particularly good-- 
the Schrimpf twins thought it on a par with Willow Rose and, 
when you figure that they had grand champ with the latter at the 
Central International, that's a pretty good endorsement. Rose 
Spire and Innocence both looked good to us, although the latter 
tends to be a bit weak in the stem. We are anxious to grow these 
two in quantity from large bulbs. 

Hit Parade looked to us to have possibilitiesas a commercial 
--Charles Larus thought the same. We grew Contentment as a 
seedling and liked it. 


Caribbean was quite consistent as it grew here. A couple 
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of our correspondents, however, noted spotty performance, It's 
odd because it was picked as an All American on the basis of its 
consistent performance--this next year should tell the story. 

Blue Smoke rates well up on our list of the most beautiful 
glads. While it will probably never be a grand champion it will 
win many awards as "most beautiful." 

In the A.O.C. class, Brown Lullaby is a standout. If it had 
a few more inches of head length it could compete with the best. 
The color is just great and the performance is the best. 

One we should have mentioned earlier is Mrs. Mabel Mark- 
wood. We have grown very little of this but as we see it, it will 
be a leading show variety as well as a good commercial. 

Another we should have included in our discussion of the 
creams is Party Ruffles, Marion Rich tells us it is the finest 
parent he has ever used. Takes a little extra care to get the head 
length required for show, but a good spike is really sensational. 
One of the most heavily ruffled varieties in existence. 
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
